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APPLICATION OF RIBBON DEVELOPMENT 
RESTRICTION LAW | 


E dealt with Ribbon Development Re- 

striction legislation shortly after its final terms 

became known to the country, and there has 

been little time in which to form definite con- 
clusions as to itsefficacy. Some comment may, however, 
be made on what appear to be present tendencies. The 
Actaims to adjust at least two matters which have shown 
themselves defective, one being esthetic and the other 
purely practical. The first arises out of alarm at the 
rapid way in which the visible countryside has been 
slipping out of sight from the main roads around the 
towns. That probably has been the chief inspiration 
to the Act. The other is the new traffic problems which 
arise as a result of building development along a high- 
way, resulting in some cases in the need for new by-pass 
roads designed to cut out developed lengths of post-war 
by-passes, 

In both these aspects, the Act is, in effect, society’s 
refusal to permit the individual to profit dispropor- 
tionately from the enterprise of the community, and is, 
therefore, good law. In the first place, it recognises 
that the public has acquired, in a sense, an easement 
of view from the highways, which no individual has the 
right wantonly to infringe. In the second place, it 
recognises that highways laid down and maintained 
as traffic ways must not be borrowed as accommoda- 
tion roads and parking places for the benefit of those 
people who happen to own frontages which were for- 
merly open fields and woods. In both respects, we can 
feel that not only is the Act based on true justice, but 
that the absence of the restrictions it imposes would 
be a grave injustice on the main body of citizens. 

The Act is, in essence, a good and effective resolution 
for the future, arising out of irreparable damage in the 
past, and framed to prevent similar deprivations in the 
future. It can do no more than this, because we have 
neither the means nor the individual energy to pull 
down and replace the blunders of our fathers. We 
wish to make this point quite clear, because we have 
great hopes for the future of road development under 
the order devised under the Act, and we wish to see 
- that good work in no way injured by operations for 
which the Act was not specifically designed. In other 
words, we see in it a powerful weapon of defence, which 
must not be used for offence, nor directed upon the 
wrong target. 

We find it necessary to emphasise this point because 
we hear already of cases where the Act has been used, 
or attempts have been made to use it, for purposes for 
which it cannot have been designed. Powers have been 
given to authorities to determine any main road as one 
upon which ribbon development restrictions may be 
applied. The intention is obviously to give the fullest 
scope to the movement not only wherever a new open 
road is Jaid down, but where an old road has material 
stretches of undeveloped land along its frontages. 
The scope is not, however, defined, and probably wisely 
so, because the most careful definition is apt to provide 
ammunition for the legal arguments of which we are 
heartily tired. In the absence of such a definition, it 
is all the more important that the authorities which are 
given these wide powers should use them with the utmost 
circumspection and restraint. An unreasonable appli- 
cation of the Act might very well bring about such a 
revulsion of feeling that, in the removal of real griev- 
ances, the whole spirit and purpose of the law might be 


destroyed. New laws of this nature must aim to 
encourage orderly development without in any way 
discouraging development, and we see no reason why 
the free play of development should not proceed in 
orderly fashion. 

So we come to questions which arise upon the fringe 
of the movement. There are many stretches of main 
road lined with recent buildings which the observer 
would gladly exchange for open country. Sometimes 
there are gaps in the ‘‘ribbon”’ where the country view 
still survives. It would be the natural inclination of 
the town planner to preserve these intervals by bringing 
into operation the new Act. The difficulty arises in 
defining the limits within which such action shall 
operate. It seems somewhat hard that the owner of 
one narrow plot should be denied the development: 
which his neighbours were permitted a year ago, and 
for no really useful purpose where the effect is only a 
trifling benefit to the public, if benefit at all. Such 
situations need a very broad-minded approach. 

We have also in mind the case of old properties in 
partially built-up roads, where it enters the mind of an 
owner to rebuild and redevelop his premises. On either 
flank may be rows of establishments with no apparent 
likelihood of redevelopment, nor any prospect of the 
public purse finding means to acquire them. It will be 
hard if the enterprise of the single owner should be 
denied altogether, or permitted only if the rebuilding 


_is set so far back as to have no commercial advantage 


until all the other improvements in the road are com- 
pleted. 

These are, however, early days, and we have made 
the same excuse in connection with town planning. 
But we must remain alive to the fact that uncertainty 
is one of the chief obstacles to development. If 
authorities have the power to schedule the roads for this. 
purpose, the sooner it is done the better for the public, 
and the greater the confidence to development. 

We would also put in a plea that official delays should 
be reduced to a minimum. The burden that has been 
placed upon administrative headquarters is a very 
heavy one, and arrears of work tend to pile up. With 
the law setting a legal minimum upon the period during 
which the authorities may take cognisance of a project, 
there may be a tendency to make use of the law, where- 
ever possible, to play for time. We should be sorry to 
suggest any policy tending to still more numerous 
bureaucracy, but it is quite evident that if pressure of 
work prevents an expeditious settling of the public 
claims, measures must be taken to spread that work 
out over a sufficient number of shoulders. It may be: 
that a gradual process of devolution may divert much 
of this work back again to more local areas, from which 
it has been recently diverted to a few larger planning 
authorities. 

In any case, we appeal for these few salient observa- 
tions: First, that nothing shall be done to make the 
ownership of property more burdensome than necessary ; 
secondly, that the new laws shall be administered purely 
for the purposes for which they were framed ; thirdly, 
that authorities shall complete their plans and frame 
their individual policies with as little delay as possible ; 
and, fourthly, that decisions shall be made as speedily 
and expeditiously as is consistent with reasonable care: 
in the public interest. 

We have no doubt that this generation can acquire a. 
reputation for foresight and vision such as few that have 
passed can claim. The task will be to avoid alienating 
public sympathy, and particularly that of the trades and 
professions most closely concerned, by administrating an 
ideal without due regard for practical facts.

THE announcement that 


the Views to erect a new building 
a St. on the east side of King 
ul’s.. Edward-street has again 
aroused the fears of those who con- 
sider that there should be no further 
interference with the views and vistas 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral—either from 
the immediate neighbourhood or from 
the Central London area. The facts 
in regard to this proposed building 
are that the Postmaster-General has 
announced his intention of developing 
the site in question. So far no official 
description of the building has been 
issued nor plans published. It is 
understood that these will be placed 
in due course before the Cathedral 
authorities, until when building will 
not commence. A_ photograph of 
the street, with the outlines of the site 
developed to the extent permitted 
by the London Building Act, appears 
on this page.. This diagram makes 
it clear what irremediable harm will 
be done to a main vista of the Cathedral 
if this particular site is developed in 
even a normal manner. Without any 
knowledge of what is the Postmaster’s 
exact intention, criticism must be 
forestalled, but we do suggest that the 
roof of that part of any new building 
actually erected on the King Edward- 


street frontage should be not higher 


than the present buildings on the site. 
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If it should prove necessary to build 
the stepped-back portion to a greater 
height to compensate, such a course 
would, at least, save the magnificent 
vista down the street—one of the three 
now left to us. 


Town _LHE_ step proposed - by 
Planning the Post Office raises the 
Policy whole question of sub- 
sequent building  de- 
velopment in the Cathedral 

area. It would be eminently more 
satisfactory to all Londoners who 
love their Cathedral, and hardly less 
so to the freeholders who must be at 
present in a state of uncertainty, if 
the area were brought under the 
provisions of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1932. We are fully 
aware that important considerations 
are involved, not least the rights of 
freeholders, but we believe that were 
the City Corporation to use their 
powers under that Act, restrictions in 
height would need to be imposed only 
on a few sites, such as those lying on 
the main vistas of St. Martin’s-le- 
Grand, King Edward-street and Fleet: 
street, and, of course, the riverside. 
As the class of building in this latter 
area is largely of the warehouse type, 
restrictions would not, we feel, be 
unduly oppressive. Were a plan to be 
prepared showing those sections of 
the Cathedral’s surrounding area which 
should be restrained as to height, it 
would in all probability prove to

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inflict little, if any, hardship on / 
holders. No doubt the whale 
will be closely looked into by the City 
Corporation, which has already proved 
if proof were necessary, its good will 
towards and interest in the City’s 
most precious architectural possession. 
In common with all others who have 
the welfare of St. Paul’s at heart, we 
sincerely hope that the Corporation 
may see its way clear to exercising 
the powers which lie to its hand to 
preserve the views of the Cathedral 
for all time. 


THE Cotswolds, in spite of 
Memorial to occasional efforts to in- 
Cotswold troduce alien styles of 
Craftsmen. architecture and materials, 
still remain one of 
England’s “show districts.” This repu- 
tation has been deservedly earned b 
the strict adherence to local traditional 
construction. It is satisfactory to note 
that there has been opened at Filkins 
on Saturday last, as a memorial to 
the craftsmen of the Cotswolds, a 
village centre. Filkins, which is the 
home of Sir Stafford Cripps, has been 
one of the centres of handicraft, and the 
inscription on the new building will 
read :—‘‘ This building has been erected 
by craftsmen of the Cotswolds to com- 
memorate the labour of their countless 
fellow-workers, which has enriched the 
beauty of our countryside, in the 
earnest hope that the people of the Cots- 
wolds will be strong in their determina- 
tion to preserve that beauty.” The 
building has been designed by Mr. 
Stanley Roth, A.R.I.B.A., and the 
ground floor is to be devoted to a 
waiting-room and surgery for a doctor, a 
changing room for players of games and 
three bathrooms for village use. There 
will be tanks for a village water supply, 
two small cottages for old age pen- 
sioners, and a bowling green. Space 
is left for an outdoor swimming bath.

people with small incomes (perhaps 
little more than the old age pension) 
seeking in vain for accommodation, 
and too often having to pay dearly for 
one room, with few, if any, con- 
veniences. Miss Olive Mathews, in a 
booklet just published, has given much 
useful information on the _ subject 
(‘ Housing the Old’’), in addition to 
illustrating plans for (1) a bed sitting 
room flat for one person ; (2) a living 
room with bed recess, kitchen, bath, 
larder, cupboards, etc., for couples ; 
(3) a plan for country town tenements, 
each containing a living room, separate 
bedroom, kitchen, bathroom, etc. 
Money is often left by kindly people to 
benefit some deserving cause or other, 
but one seldom hears of money being 
left to endow or build houses for the 
aged. In'past times, judging from the

old almshouses, this cause received 
more attention. That it deserves con- 
sideration can be judged from this 
extract from Miss Mathews’s book :—- 
“Perhaps the saddest end to a long 
life is the enforced retirement to the 
workhouse. The parting with every 
treasured household. god goes hard, and 
the most depressing feature of the case 
is the enforced. idleness of the inmates ; 
the hours seem interminably long with 
nothing to occupy hand and mind. 
Visitors discover many cases which 
need. never have been admitted had 
they been able to find. simple accom- 
modation at a low rent—for it is pos- 
sible to live on an old age pension 
supplemented by a few shillings from 
savings or from some other source ; 
and a. great many people remain 
vigorous enough to look after them- 
selves to a great age.”’ To those having 
the subject before them or under con- 
sideration, we recommend this little 
book, which can be purchased for 5d., 
post free, at 44, Cresswell-place, S.W.10.

AGreat found illustrations of the 
Rhodesian Birchenough Bridge, re- 
Bridge. cently completed and 
opened, spanning the 

Sabi River, Southern Rhodesia. This 
structure, magnificent in the simplicity 
of its conception, has been built to give 
access from the central districts to the 
fertile eastern area bounded by Por- 
tuguese East Africa. Dedicated to Sir 
Henry Birchenough, and made possible 
by the far-seeing provisions of the late 
Alfred Beit, the bridge crosses ‘the 
Sabi River with a single arch which 
rises to 280 feet above the river. It 
is 1,080 feet in length, and thus becomes 
the third longest arch-span bridge in the 
world. Designed by Mr. Ralph Free- 
man and erected by Messrs. Dorman, 
Long and Company, the Birchenough 
bridge is the first long-span bridge to 
be constructed within the British 
Empire in modern high-tensile steel—a 
material which has made it possible to 
construct the bridge at moderate cost 
as a single-span. The roadway is 18 
feet, and a total weight of 1,500 tons 
of steel was used. The bridge was 
erected by building out the arch in two 
halves as cantilevers, anchored back to 
the rock shores by wire ropes—thus 
following the same process as used for 
the Victoria Falls arch and for the 
Sydney arch. Foundation work com- 
menced in April, 1934, and the bridge 
was opened to traffic on December 20.

EDUCATION 


SOME “ HOWLERS 
By W. S. PURCHON. 


Ir has long been realised by many thought- 
ful people that if the visual arts are to take 
their proper place in life they must be ade- 
quately dealt with in our schemes of educa- 
tion, from the elementary schools to the 
universities. Among the more discerning 
architects it has been felt that architecture 
should receive a greater share of recognition 
in secondary education, not, be it noted, in 
order that more architects may be trained, 
but rather so that those who employ archi- 
tects—and the architects’ employers are in- 
creasingly becoming not the private building 
owner but the general public—may under- 
stand more clearly what architects are trying 
to do. 

Realising that subjects in which candidates 

are not examined for the school certificate or 
matriculation tend to be neglected in the 
curriculum, representations have been made 
to various examining bodies suggesting the 
inclusion of art in some form in such examina- 
tions and also suggesting—what is too often 
overlooked—that architecture is one of the 
arts. The Board of Architectural Education 
of the R.I.B.A. has played a considerable part 
in negotiations of this character. As a result, 
it is now more or Jess normal to find art of 
some kind or other taking a place, usually as 
an optional rather than as a compulsory 
subject, in examinations of matriculation 
standard. In some cases architecture is in- 
cluded, and in at least one case is not limited 
to that of the Middle Ages. 
present writer has recently been 
engaged in conducting an examination of this 
type, in which the marking of many hundreds 
of papers, about half of which dealt with 
Florentine painting and the other half with 
English architecture, was found to be not at 
all the dull task which might be expected, 
but an extraordinarily interesting experience. 
This was because in reading the scripts a 
definite attempt was made to find the reason 
at the back of the slips, errors and misunder- 
standings found in the answers. 

In dealing with Florentine painting certain 
candidates had evidently heard an explanation 
of Masaccio’s development, in the form of a 
comparison of his ‘‘ stage’? with Giotto’s 
“ backcloth.’”” As some of them referred to 
the latter as a ‘‘ black cloth,’’ it seems clear 
that they had not quite grasped the point! 

Modernisms creep into answers in a some- 
what disconcerting way, as may be judged 
from a reference to ‘‘ the picture by Giotto 
featuring St. Joachim,’’ while it is interesting 
to read in another answer that ‘‘ Giotto 
painted scenes from the life of Jesus and from 
the life of St. Francis, who is considered to 
be the next person to Jesus. He also painted 
frescoes.”’ 

Many charming stories of the Italian 
painters were repeated—with variations—by 
the candidates, one of whom combined two 
such stories with fascinating effect in stating 
of Giotto : ‘It is said that he could brush 
away a fly from the canvas with one beautiful 
stroke of the brush.’’ : 

To the questions on architecture there were 
many intriguing answers. On the subject of 
Anglo-Saxon buildings reference was made to 
the ornament ‘‘ known as_ strapwork and 
made of leather.’’ In describing the plan of 
an Anglo-Saxon church, one candidate got 
somewhat involved: ‘‘ An Anglo-Saxon 
church was rectangular in shape, and the altar 
was in another rectangle at the north end of 
the other’; while a sketch of an’ Anglo- 


Saxon baluster shaft was described by 
another candidate as ‘‘ Barrel, as used “in 
In answering a question on Norman work, 
one scholar referred to capitals of the ‘‘ cush 
and cap’? type, and another stated that 
Norman buttresses were ‘flushed together 


by a corbel table.’ A third candidate stated 
a truth, but put it somewhat ambiguously, 
when he wrote: ‘‘ Norman doors had a 
Square round at the top,’’ while a fourth, 
looking at an old subject from a refreshingly 
new angle, stated that ‘‘ although the 
Normans made the triforium it was not much 
use to them.’’ Another candidate, evidently 
a little out of his depth, stated that 
‘“ Norman roofs are quite low pitched and 
steeply sloping.” 

One of the questions asked for sketches and 
descriptions of a building actually inspected 
by the candidate, and in many cases it was 
instructive to note what the young students 
had discovered in well-known examples of 
a great art. One, for instance, had discovered 
in St. Paul’s Cathedral ‘‘ flowing tracery, 
plate tracery, and fan vaulting’; while 
another stated that the grounds of a well- 
known castle ‘‘are now open to public 
speculation.”” A further candidate stated, 
not once but three times, that the roof of a 
particular cathedral was “‘ tipped off its 
lead.”” After much thought the examiner 
came to the conclusion that the person taking 
the party round the cathedral had not spoken 
clearly when he said ‘‘ stripped of its lead.”’ 
The same roof was also stated to have been 
“* attacked by the death black beetle.” 

In answering a question on medieval 
windows, one student stated that ‘‘ windows 
of Perpendicular style are four centred and 
are very depressing.” 

On the Renaissance in Architecture some 
candidates were very enlightening, one stating 
that ‘‘ Renaissance architecture progressed 
by leaps and bounds, but unfortunately the 
Black Death in 1349 hindered progress ”’; 
while another, with totally different views on 
dates, wrote: ‘‘ English Renaissance Period 
was introduced about 1845.” 

In a third answer to the question dealing 
with the Renaissance in England there was 
an illuminating sentence which, some will 
think, contains more than an element of 
truth : ‘‘ When pure it was drab, when lively 
it was not pure; the architects could not make 
it pure and lively ’’! 

For the gem of the collection we must, 
however, go back to an answer to a ques- 
tion on Anglo-Saxon work, in which we are 
told: ‘‘ St. Augustine’s Cathedral was the 
former Hall of Justice, or Cloaca Maxima”! 


“THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXXXI.—DOES MODERN LAW HANDICAP 
BUILDING ? 


‘‘ That recent legislation wpon Town Plan- 
ning matters tends to put a check upon 
building development.” 


Srr,—In a journal devoted to matters of 
interest to architects, one rightly expects 
sympathy for all movements aiming at the 
preservation of natural beauty and the 
orderly planning of the country. There must 
be an overwhelming majority of its readers 
in complete agreement with such an attitude, 
and it is with some diffidence that one of 
them adopts that side of a debate which 
may have the appearance of taking an oppo- 
site view. I should like to make it plain at 
the outset that these causes have my fullest 
support, and that I have no desire to suggest 
that building development should be entirely 
decontrolled and left to work out its own 
salvation or damnation at its own sweet will. 
Having ‘said so much, I would endeavour to 
strike a balance between effective legislation 


and obstructive legislation, .as.measuring the 


price we are required to pay in our attempts 
to preserve the amenities. . 

In the first place I would suggest that the 
root of the trouble is clearly expressed in 


the popular dislike of building in any promi- 
nent country spot. This dislike is in evidence 
in the Town and Country Planning Act, 
which gives powers to local authorities to 
zone certain areas as permanent open spaces ; 
or for building to a very open density. There 
is little opposition to the granting of such 
powers, and under our present social state a 
necessity seems to exist. Yet if we throw 
our minds back into history we shall see 
that if such powers had been exercised 
several hundred years ago, many of the man- 
made beauty spots to which we send our 
pilgrims to-day would not be there to admire. 
In those days man contrived to crown a bare 
hill, or fill a peaceful valley, with his own 
works; rather enriching than spoiling their 
natural beauty. To-day we do not seem to 
have that confidence; in fact, we know that 
we are not to be trusted. The alternatives 
are: either to amend our ways, so that we 
can trust ourselves, or to create certain prohi- 
bitions. The latter is the course of the Town 
and Country Planning Act. I venture to 
suggest that had the Legislature seen fit to 
recognise (1) that building is an important 
branch of art, (2) that the right type of 
artist must administer it, and (3) that pro- 
perly administered art is not something to 
fear, a far more simple and clear-cut remedy 
of our problem would have been achieved. 
The country has already recognised that law 
and medicine are specialist subjects, upon 
which the public must be forced in some 
measure to depend. It is not a far cry 
from this law-making to add to the list 
the profession of architecture, with similar 
internal discipline with which to protect the 
public against the rogue and the incompetent. 

But instead of this, we prefer to put restric- 
tions upon the freehold property of citizens, 
whereby building schemes may be not only 
forbidden but are generally delayed some 
months before they can be started, wherever 
complete conformity to a paper plan is not 
attained. I say a paper plan, because I can 
see little virtue in a plan of units which are 
not pre-assured of artistic handling So far 
as this artistic handling is concerned, the Act 
gives no real assistance, because it leaves the 
power to approve elevations in the hands of 
a body. There is absolutely nothing to 
prevent any authority approving any mon- 
strous erection, though there is plenty to 
prevent its disapproving anything. Until this 
defect is remedied the artistic aims of the Act 
will be entirely nullified, and all these prohi- 
bitions which delay building enterprise will be 
no more than a dead weight on the industry. 

Now we come to a further piece of legisla- 
tion with which the intending builder has to 
contend—the Ribbon Development Act. This 
is a measure designed to prevent the urbanisa- 
tion of country roads, but it has far wider 
powers within its scope, for it applies to 
roads which have already lost much of their 
rural character. Anyone who attempts to pull 
down an existing building which stands with- 
in a prescribed line must be prepared to give 
up or sterilise the land on which that build- 
ing stands. If he leaves the building stand- 
ing he can only be dispossessed after compen- 
sation. If he has room on his site to build 
behind the prescribed line he will be required 
to do so without compensation, and if he is 
required to cede any land for road widening 
he will be paid at agricultural value, although 
it already is the site of a building. 

The effect of such regulations upon build- 
ing owners in such cases is quite obvious. 
Such an owner prefers to hold what he has, 
and the building industry loses a job. If he 
decides to venture, it is frequently months 
before anything can be settled, particularly if 
the question of compensation arises. I claim 
that this is another check on building develop- 
ment which can exert little real advantage 
to the public. 

My remedy for this is the recognition of 
the architectural profession which, if given 
the moral strength of public support, can be 
trusted to direct development upon more 
individual and equally pnblic-spirited lines. 
Failing this, I see no virtue in pursuing vast 


theoretical planning. Positive. 
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THE PARIS EXHIBITION, 1937 


FROM A PARIS CORRESPONDENT. 


Paris has always taken great pride in her 
Exhibitions. In common with other 
countries, she has found them useful, not 
only in stimulating interest in arts, crafts, 
national progress and international under- 
standing, but also in contributing to national 
prosperity through the crowds of visitors, 
both foreign and provincial, which are 
attracted. 

Though Great Britain may be said to have 
been among the originators of exhibitions, 
her efforts. in international displays since the 
War have been confined to Wembley. While 
other countries, notably the U.S.A. (with the 
Chicago Century of Progress Exhibition), 
Sweden, Germany and Belgium (with the 
recent Brussels Exhibition), have all made 
individual efforts, pride of place must 
undoubtedly be given to Paris. The Exhibi- 
tion of Decorative Arts in 1925 and the 
unforgettable Exposition Coloniale of 1931 
(in which the British Empire did not, 
unfortunately, participate) are a fair justifica- 
tion for this claim. 

Work has now started on another Exhibi- 
tion which, it is confidently expected, will be 
the most important yet. To be held in 1937, 
it will bear the name of ‘‘ Art and Technique 
in Modern Life,’ and will deal with such 
widely divergent subjects as Architecture and 
Advertising, and Transport and Clothes. The 
Exhibition will be international in character, 
but will be of the B class, by which is meant 
that all the foreign pavilions will be erected 
at the expense of the Paris municipality. 
Each country will, however, have control of 
the design of the pavilion allotted to it, 
though it will bear the cost of decoration. 


The Extent of the Exhibition. 

Owing to an increase in the monetary 
grant, the Exhibition will occupy a much 
greater space than had originally been 
expected. It will be situated along the banks 
of the Seine, commencing at the Pont 
d’ Alexandre Trois and ending at the Pont de 
Grenelle. The Eiffel Tower, which will be 
celebrating its 48th anniversary, will 
roughly mark its centre. The plan on page 9 
shows that the main axis will be on the 
line between the Trocadero and the Eiffel 
Tower, taking in the Trocadero gardens and 
the Champ de Mars. In. view of the nature 
of the scheme. thar section of the city will 
gain an entirely new aspect. Thus the 
military lake-houses, the National Furniture 
Storage buildings, the Champ de Mars coal 
sidings and various other structures will be 
surrendered to the needs of the Exhibition, 
and will disappear for ever. That relic of 
the 1878 Exhibition, the Trocadero Museum 
and Theatre, is another institution which will 
vanish. The flanking wings will be rebuilt 
to house the Ethnographical Museum and the 
National Theatre, but the central portion will 
be demolished and left open to give a vista 
of gardens in an unbroken line from the 
Place du Trocadero to the Military School on 
the other side of the river. 

To ensure easy access to the different parts, 
all the bridges in the area will either be 
structurally widened or will be flanked m8 
gangways. The Pont d’Iena is one whic 
comes in the former category and has already 
been widened from 50 ft. to over 100 ft., the 
additional carriageway being carried on 
reinforced concrete piles sunk in the river- 
bed. A subterranean passage is to be con- 
structed for the length of about 300 yds. 
between the Passy and Tokio guais on the 
Trocadero side, which will take all embank- 
ment traffic. The Invalides ‘‘ metro ’’ station 
will be included in the grounds, and it is 
understood that the railway company will 
use it for an instructive display of the pro- 
gress of railway travel. 


The Exhibition’s Scope. 

‘The final plan of the Exhibition comprises 
14 different groups. These are: Expression 
of Thought, under which heading come 
scientific discoveries, library and museum 
organisation, etc.; Social Problems; Artistic 
and Technical Learning; Artistic and Techni-

cal Diffusion; Architecture; Graphic Arts; 
Building; Interior Decoration; Art Indus- 
tries; Newspaper Production and Printing; 
Clothes; Transport; Amusements, Pageants 
and Sports; and Advertising. Especial 
importance will be attached to the Graphic 
Arts, Architecture and Building, and Interior 
Decoration groups, whieh will occupy a large 
part of the grounds. 

In the official plan, much attention has 
been given to the question of gardens and 
trees, so that not only will every existing 
tree remain intact, but all the available space 
ace the various buildings will be 
transformed into gardens. It is understood 
that especial care will be given to the lighting 
scheme, so that no private device or adver- 
tising display shall be permitted to mar the 
general illuminative effect, which will largely 
be by floodlighting. In the same way, the 
broadcasting of advertisements, dance-music 
or any other kind of amplified sound distribu- 
tion will be authorised only under strict 
supervision, so as to avoid discordancy. The 
complete circuit of the Exhibition will exceed 
two and a half miles; little, low-powered taxis 
and motor-boats on the Seine will help in 
solving the traffic problem, as the entrance 
to the Exhibition will be barred to all private 
cars which would quickly congest the streets 
and alleys. 


International Support. 

Among the countries which have already 
decided to support the Exhibition are Italy, 
Belgium, Brazil, Haiti, and U.S.S.R. It has 
also been settled that the British Government 
will participate and that their exhibit, which 
will be organised by the Council of Art and 
Industry, will follow approximately the lines 
of the Burlington House exhibition. 

The Director of the Exhibition is M. Robert 
Martzloff, while M. Charles Letrosne, 
assisted by MM. Jacques Greber and Edouard 
Crevel, is Director of Architecture. There is 
great interest among French architects in the 
work, and a general call for light, space and 
sobriety in outlines in the component build- 
ings in accordance with the modern architec- 
tural trend. Boris ME.ikorr. 


OBITUARY 


E. M. Gibbs, F.R.1.B.A. ; 

We regret to announce the death, on 
December 22, of Mr. E. M. Gibbs, F.R.I.B.A., 
M.A., J,P. 

Mr. E. M. Gibbs was born in 1847 and 
received his training as an architect first at 
the Sheffield School of Art, where he won 
National bronze medals and other prizes, and 
later at the Royal Academy Schvols in 
London, in addition to which he spent some 
time learning the practical side of building, 
acting as clerk of works to, and working in 
the carpentry sheds and stone-yard of, a Brad- 
ford builder. He was articled to Flockton 
and Abbott in Sheffield, and later worked 
for some time as assistant to the late 
Alfred Waterhouse, R.A., in London, com- 
mencing practice on his own account in 1872, 
when, after a few years, he joined the firm of 
Flockton and Abbott, and later, on Mr. 
Abbott’s retirement, carried on practice for 
many years with the late T. J. Flockton 
under the name of Flockton and Gibbs. At 
the time of his death he was in partnership 
with Mr. H. B. 8. Gibbs. 

Mr.:E. M. Gibbs designed many important 
public buildings in the city, among which 
were the Mappin Art Gallery, the University 
of Sheffield, including the Arts Department 
in Western Bank, and the Applied Science 
Department in Portobello, as well as the 
more recent buildings for the University 
Mining Department and for the Mines Re- 
search Board; he also designed the Training 
College Hostel in Clarkehouse-road, Public 
Free Libraries at Highfields and at Upper- 
thorpe, Lodge Moor Fever Hospital, Royal 
Hospital Annexe at Fulwood, Glossop-road 
Baths, Deaf and Dumb Institute, Builders’ 
Exchange, the Blind School in Manchester- 
road, and the Atheneum Club. 

He also carried out the Sheffield Telegraph 
Buildings; the Sheffield Independent Build- 
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ings; flats and shops in Snig Hill fo 

Corporation; John Walsh, 
establishment ; the London, City and Midland 
Bank at Highfields; Fosters’ Buildings, High- 
street; the White Building, Fitzalan-square ; 
Sheffield Blue Coat School; extensions to 
Bennett College; and many factory buildings 
and private residences, including the late Mr. 
C. D. Leng’s house at Sandygate. In London 
he designed the Sheffield Telegraph: Build- 
ings in Fleet-street, while he also prepared 
the designs for the English Protestant Church 
at Madrid. For many years he was retained 
by the Sheffield Corporation in arbitration 
respecting street improvements, and also 
laid out the Fulwood Park Estate for the 
Town Trustees, for whom he acted in con- 
junction with Mr. C. B. Flockton, F.R.1.B.A., 
as surveyor, and more latterly as consulting 
surveyor; he was also surveyor to the Shef- 
field Blue Coat School. Mr. Gibbs published 
treatises on the Town Planning of Sheffield 
and the Finance of Housing and Reform of 
Rating. He had been Honorary Secretary and 
President of the Sheffield and South York- 
shire Society of Architects and Surveyors, and 
Honorary Treasurer of the Sheffield Society 
of Artists. He was also an Honorary Master 
of Arts of the University of Sheffield and a 
Justice of the Peace. It was largely owing to 
Mr. Gibbs’s efforts that the Department of 
Architecture at the University was founded. 


C. S. Thomas, F.R.1.B.A. 


Many members of the architectural pro- 
fession will learn with regret of the death 
of Mr. Charles Samuel Thomas, of the Swan- 
sea firm of C. S. Thomas and Herbert Jones. 

Born in 1874, Mr. Thomas was educated 
at Swansea Grammar School, and served his 
articles with the firm of J. P. Jones and 
Rowlands, of Swansea and Cardiff. After 
completing his articles, he joined the late 
Mr. W. W. Williams, of Swansea, as chiet 
assistant, continuing with him until his 
death in 1902. In that year he took over the 
practice, and was appointed architect to 
several school boards in the Swansea district. 
He was joined in 1908 by Mr. J. Herbert 


- Jones, F.R.I.B.A., and the firm have carried 


out much ecclesiastical, commercial, police 
and domestic work in Swansea and the neigh- 
bourhood, as well as school buildings in other 
parts of the country. Among Swansea build- 
ings are the National Bank, Wind-street, 
the extensions to the Hotel Metropole, St. 
Nicholas’ Church, Townhill; Lewis Lewis’s, 
High-street, and various other large shops. 

Mr. Thomas was elected F.R.1.B.A. in 1925, 
and had served as chairman of the Western 
Branch of the South Wales Institute of Archi- 
tects, on whose council he was at the time of 
his death. He had also served on the council 
of the R.1.B.A. He was president in 1933-34 
of the Swansea Chamber of Trade. 


Thomas Yates, L.R.I.B.A. 


Mr. Thomas Yates, L.R.I.B.A., who has 
died at Leigh, Lancs, at the age of 58, was 
for some years at the outset of his career 
architect for the Co-operative Wholesale 
Society, Manchester, but in 1908 was taken 
inte partnership by his uncle, the late Alder- 
man T. R. Greenough, C.A. He specialised 
in school architecture. He was secretary of 
the Leigh Permanent Benefit Building Society. 
He was elected L.R.1.B.A. in 1911. 


W. H. Crofts, L.R.I.B.A. 


We regret to record the death of Mr. 
William Hastings Crofts, of Hull. Mr. Crofts, 
who was 74, had been with Messrs. Botterill, 
Son and Bilson for a considerable number 
of years. He was a keen geologist, and was 
one of the founders of the Hull Geologica! 
Society. He was elected Licentiate R.1.B.A. 
in 1910. 


Edward Monson. 

We regret to record the death of Mr.

“The King’s Arms,”’ Elmstead. 

This inn is being rebuilt on the site of 
the old building on the main road between 
Clacton and Colchester, fronting a pleasant 
village green, for the Colchester Brewing 
Co., Ltd., a subsidiary company of Messrs. 
Ind, Coope & Allsopp, Ltd. The plan is of 
the ‘‘open”’ type, with a large saloon bar, 
primarily to accommodate a considerable 
amount of coastal road traffic. The house is 
set well back from the road, providing a 
large area for parking cars, while the space 
at the rear is to be laid out as a garden. 
The walls are to be covered with white 
cement render and the roof with a ‘light 
Cotswold grey tile. 

-The architect is Mr. Ernest B. Glanfield, 
F.R.I.B.A., of Raymond Buildings, Gray’s 
Inn, W.C., and the quantity surveyor Mr. 
A. —- Pool, of Lincoln’s Inn Fields, 
W.C. 


Open-Air Swimming Bath, Wycliffe College. 

This swimming bath is 100 ft. by 42 ft., and 
the water depth varies from 3 ft. at the 
shallow end to 7 ft. 6 in. at a point 15 ft. 
from the deep end. The scum trough is at 
the shallow end for the removal of floating 
. matter on the surface of the bath water. The 
bath is constructed of reinforced concrete, and 
the surrounds are of concrete divided into 
large squares. The dressing shelter, of timber 
construction with shingle roof, contains two 
ranges of seats and has a concrete floor. Inde- 
pendent dressing-boxes are planned at either 
end of the dressing shelter, and an additional 
seat for spectators is constructed on the bath 
side of the dressing shelter. 

Filtration plant, so designed that the entire 
content of the bath would pass. through the 
filtration and chemical treatment plant in 
eight hours, is accommodated in the filter- 
house. ‘This building is constructed of multi- 
coloured brickwork, and covered with a tiled 
roof. Lavatory accommodation is planned at 
one end of the filter-house. 
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A cascade for the aeration of the swimming 
bath water after it has passed through the 
filtration plant and before it enters the bath 
at the shallow end is provided. A diving 
stage and spring-board and teak steps com- 
plete the equipment of the swimming bath. 

Mr. Kenneth M. B. Cross, M.A., F.R.I.B.A.

Measured Drawings. 

We illustrate .this week some interesting 
measured work by students of the Manches- 
ter Municipal School of Art—Architectural 
School. 


Coventry Technical College. 

These new buildings for the City of Coventry 
Education Authority are situated at the corner 
of the Butts and Albany-road, Coventry. 
They comprise a three-story main building, 
with a 260 ft. frontage to the Butts, and two 
wings, one to Albany-road with 160 ft. front- 
age, and the other 176 ft., also a one-story 
centre block 115 ft. long, which accommodates 
the assembly hall. Adjoining the main build- 
ing on the Butts frontage there is 
a one-story building 160 ft. by 210 
ft. (average), accommodating practical 
workshops, engineering laboratories and 
heating chamber. The two main fronts, 
which are of classic design, are faced with 
reconstructed Clipsham stone. The central 
feature on the main front is 60 ft. wide with 
a 10 ft. projection, and is surmounted by a 
pediment supported on four pairs of Doric 
columns, between which are panels carved 
with designs emblematic of Coventry indus- 
tries. 

The buildings are of steel-frame construc- 
tion, with Caxton floors and roofs. The win- 
dows are of steel throughout. The main build- 
ing is heated by means of comparatively low 
temperature hot water in electrically welded 
ceiling panel coils, the water being heated by 
electricity. The water temperature is regu- 


lated by means of thermostatically operated 
valves working in conjunction with the 
thermal storage plant in the boiler-house. 
The workshop block is heated by means of 
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suspended heating units comprising 5 
coils and electric fans. The steam for pes: 


is generated by thermostatically controlled 
The domestic hot is also 
by gas. The assembly hall is ventilated on 
the Plenum system, and heated by means of 
warm air panels and heating coils under the 
floor. The remainder of the buildings are 
ventilated on the ‘‘ Knapen’’ system, with 
the addition of electric fans wherever required 
in the laboratories.

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PUBLIC PARKS AND THEIR PLANNING 


LECTURE AT MANCHESTER MUNICIPAL SCHOOL OF ART. 


A tecture on ‘‘ Public Parks and their 
Planning ’’ was given by Mr. R. H. Mattocks, 
Dip. C.D. (Liverpool), F.I.L.A., of Leeds, at 
the Manchester Municipal School of Art, on 
December 13. Mr. G. Noel Hill, F.R.1.B.A., 
Manchester City Architect, occupied the 
chair. 

The lecturer said there were certain 
principles which applied with equal force to 
the design of both small and large parks, 
igespective of whether the park was intended 
primarily for zsthetic pleasure and passive 
recreation or for active recreation. These 
principles he then dealt with as follows :— 


Determination of Primary and Secondary 
Uses of Park. 

Being a sporting and intensely economical 
people, we seldom laid out a park purely as 
an ornamental feature. Usually we designed 
it on a revenue-producing basis, with a 
maximum amount of recreation space, which 
could be made to contribute towards the 
annual upkeep, and so reduce the amount 
needed from the rates for maintenance. By 
thus lightening the load on the rates it was 
possible for a town to afford a greater extent 
of public open space than would be possible 
without that help. 

Possible exceptions to that utilitarian rule 
were to be found when the park was either 
formed out of some prize beauty spot or 
from some old estate already laid out for 
esthetic enjoyment. For instance, the City 
of Leeds had purchased playing fields adjoin- 
ing Roundhay Park rather than open out the 
park for noisy games. 


The Plan. 

The design should be the outgrowth of 
governing physical conditions, taking into 
account the surrounding aspect and character 
of the site, existing trees, rocks, and other 
natural features. It should be adapted to the 
contours and ground formation; good design 
seldom required extravagant expenditure 
regarding the site. In fact, the best way to 
secure an original and unique treatment was 
to make the most of the difficulties which the 
site presented instead of trying to dictate to 
the site and make it submit to one’s pre-con- 
ceived ideas of what the appearance of a 
properly planned park should be. 

Also, the plan should never be conceived 
from the standpoint of immediate display, 
which might win applause in the initial stages 
of its execution, but would not give the best 
permanent results. The tests which revealed 
the quality of a plan were ease of use, 
economy of upkeep, relative expense of 
formation, and the esthetic value of the 
finished work. 

Some definite termination should be pro- 

vided for the axial lines; if it was in the 
park it was best to have an object which 
provides closer inspection such as a well- 
designed shelter, a seat backed by trees or 
hedge, a gate, or some other point of interest, 
or, in the informal parts of the park, it 
might terminate in some clearing making a 
bright spot at the end of a woodland glade. 
Where the focal point was a distant church 
spire or hill or some other object outside the 
park, added interest might be gained by 
contracting the vistas and so drawing more 
attention to the object. 
_ In designing a public park, one proceeded 
im much the same way. We must first get a 
gtasp of what recreative sports, educational 
and club buildings were required, the refresh- 
Ment pavilions and all revenue-producing 
Sources, the children’s playground and park 
nurseries if present, and allocate them in 
such a way that, whilst they would be con- 
venient, they were not likely to injure any 
other park feature, and then incorporate them 
and surround them with artistic and pleasing 
features and adjuncts. 


Need for Harmonious and Artistic Unity. 


Just as the private garden was designed as 
4 unit dominated by the house and the needs 
of its owner, so the public park must be 


dominated by the idea that it was a garden 
built. to serve the needs of the citizens, and, 
whilst the widths and number of drives, 
roads and paths must be increased in ratio to 
the number of users, the design of the park 
must express a certain oneness of idea. 

Nor could unity be produced if the 
materials used did not harmonise with the 
surrounding landscape. A study of the 
traditional style of the locality would usually 
point to the best form and materials to 
adopt. Local stone would harmonise with 
outcropping rocks; rough-textured materials 
would give plenty of light and shade and so 
approximate more closely to foliage effects. 
As to colour, browns, greens, grey-whites, 
whites and creams blended best with the 
natural colourings. Where the building 
already existed and was too prominent, it 
might be partially screened by trees, or a 
covering of climbers might help to make it 
blend better. 

But where an existing, or a new, building 
was to remain prominent and was in finely 
worked stone, then the stonework on the first 
terrace must harmonise, rougher textures 
being adopted for the stonework further from 
the building, or a grass bank or a hedge 
might be used instead of stonework. 

‘ark designs, both formal and informal, 
were necessarily divided into a number of 

rate scenes, and the mind of a visitor 
walking through the park was still under the 
influence of the effect produced by one scene 
when the next opened out before him. In 
these changes of scenes opportunities were 
afforded to heighten the effect by contrasting 
the types of scenery. The sunlit lawn, for 
instance, was more effective if it came after a 
walk through shady woods; the effect of 
tumbling cascades and_ waterfalls was 
heightened by contrast with still pools; quiet 
paths seemed more silent in contrast to the 
crowded concourse. In these changing scenes 
the appearance of unity could not be achieved 
without the setting of limits; therefore the 
design must be arranged so that the various 
pictures were framed. Limits were: set to 
the vistas by the use of planting belts, 
hedges, gateways or buildings; whilst groups 
of trees, or plantations of avenues, formed 
the sides of the frame and were effective in 
isolating the pictures and giving a sense of 
unity to the scene. 


Balance—Formal and Natural. 


No good purpose would be served by 
balancing feature with feature on either side 
of an axis to make a pattern if the balance 


achieved was only observable from the air. 


A balance of this type was more likely to 
interfere with the proper distribution of parts 
than to help it. But in a view as seen from 
a particular viewpoint the masses mt gry 
on each side should be proportioned to one 
another and so arranged, as to rate of growth 
and mass, that, seen from the viewpoint, they 
would preserve that balance as the planting 

The texture of the foliage was important ; 
heavy- and fine-leaved plants did not balance 
one another, but balance of texture alone was 
generally less effective than balance in shape 
and colour. The best effects were obtained 
when all three types of balance played their 
proper parts. 


Scale. 

A factor of scale that must be considered 
in the design of parks was that of the third 
dimension. For example, the small city 
park surounded by high buildings required 
as great a foliage height as might be obtained 
in order to prevent an undue effect of depres- 
sion and squatness; but a park might be so 
small that suon a treatment would only look 
ridiculous and, in that case, it would be 
better to cut out all competition, accept the 
building as the frame, and adopt the ordinary 
layout of a town garden. On the other hand, 
a broad expanse of park bordered by com- 
paratively low buildings would have a weedy, 
overgrown appearance if planted with a 
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superabundance of tall growing fastigiate 
trees. 


Character and Style. 

The purely formal lay-out would be 
reserved for small areas in the town, such as 
civic centres and town gardens, or for 
recreational spaces which had to be planned 
to secure ‘‘maximum use’”’ areas. The land- 
scape treatment could be only used alone in 
natural reservations and on sites whose con- 
tours and ground formation were of such a 
type as to be unsuited to the introduction of 
any formal work or of such a distinctive 
character that they would suffer loss of 
beauty by its introduction. 

In the larger parks, those laid out on land- 
scape lines with the dependence on lawns and 
plantations rather than on elaborate flower 
gardens were much cheaper to maintain, but 
that style was difficult to do really well, and 
there was always a danger of its degenerating, 
in unskilled hands, into affectation and a feeble 
attempt to imitate Nature, just as the formal 
style might degenerate into pedantic stiffness 
and a tendency to design by rule, with a 
slavish adherence to precedent. 

In planning Central Park, New York, 
Olmsted held that he must provide a com- 
plete relief from urban conditions, and to do 
this he chose the sites and materials for his 
building with the express purpose of hiding 
them as much as possible, but, to-day, his 
efforts had been defeated by the increased 
— of the rebuilt areas surrounding the 
park. 

Planting belonged more to the informal 
part of the park, or, rather, where it had free 
play. In the formal park planting was 
merely used to form buffers between the 
different sections; or, trimmed and ordered 
to shape, it was subservient to the architec- 
ture, but in the informal section it was 
master, giving the distinctive note to all the 
pictures. 

The difficult part was where the formal 
shaded off into the informal. Some people 
recommended a gradual shading off, others 
a definite break. The treatment adopted 
would depend on the contours of the site, the 
amount of room available, and the primary 
use of the park. The definite break was the 
easier treatment, as walls and hedges gave 
well-defined endings to the formal treatment, 
and these could be softened on the outside by 
groups of pases. which brought the treat- 
ment into harmony with the informal section. 


The city park was not an imitation of the 
country—it was an idealisation of it; and, if 
in the city an impression of being in the 
country was to be created, the effect must be 
produced by conventionalising the most loved 
features of the country. Its roughness, 
casualness, and disorder must be left out; its 
openness, its vitality and its verdure, its 
contrast of the surfaces of the ground and 
the masses of woods, of the light greens of 
the grass and the dark greens of the trees, 
the lovely reflection of its lakes, and the 
soothing noises of running waters must be 
captured at alk costs. 

Repton laid down a splendid rule when he 
said that to make a garden successful one 
should ‘‘ plant the hills and flood the 
hollows,’’ and, if we followed that rule, we 
should probably find that the question of the 
depositions of the plantations was very largely 
solved, though their extent might be limited 
by the accommodation required for other 
items. 

In disposing of the plantations, it must 
be remembered that the space at the disposal 
of the designer was usually all too small for 
the variety of interests to be accommodated, 
and therefore he must, whenever possible, 
make each piece of planting serve some 
useful purpose as well as function as a unit 
in the pictorial composition. 

Finally, he would like to point out that in 
order to produce variety it was not necessary 
to introduce a large number of types; as 


Repton pointed out, ‘“‘ ten clumps composed 
of ten different sorts of trees in each, become 
so many things exactly similar, but if each . 
clump consists of a distinct kind of tree, they 
become ten different things.’

BIRMINGHAM AND FIVE 
COUNTIES A.A. 
Mr. Hope Bagenal on Noise.” 

“* Designing Against Noise: The Archi- 
tect’s Responsibility,’ was the subject of a 
lecture delivered recently to Birmingham 
and Five Counties Architectural Association 
by Mr. Hope Bagenal, D.C.M., A.R.I.B.A. 

Mr. Bagenal said that the provision of 
proper living conditions for the home was, 
after all, the architect’s central duty to the 
public. He must see to it that living con- 
ditions did not decline; that, while journa- 
lists and scientists were trumpeting pro- 
gress, there should not be a steady decline 
in the quality and habitability of the home, 
the-centre of English civilisation. In case 
after case, successful sound insulation was 
the result of informed planning and of that 
alone. This applied first and foremost to 
zoning and town-planning; to the proper 
placing of new aerodromes, new power sta- 
tions, new dirt tracks, new omnibus stops, 
and also to the proper planning of rooms 
with party walls, and the segregating of the 
sources of noise in a building. 

‘* We must lead the public in the demand 
for quiet equipment for services, and present 
the demand to the engineering profession,’ 
the lecturer continued. ‘‘ We ought all to 
join the Anti-Noise League and make it the 
spearhead of this demand. Architects and 
engineers must come together on this prob- 
lem. It is wonderful what engineers can do 
when they are on the right track. The 
trouble is they spend as much time and 
trouble on the wrong things as on the right 
things. Generally speaking, noisy machinery 
is bad machinery, and quiet machinery is 
good, well-designed machinery. We must 
make a stand as a profession against this 
idol of cheapness. The cheaper the noisier. 
This applies to building, finishings, fittings 
of all kinds, and especially to electrical equip- 
ment. The extreme cases of noise nuisance 
occur to-day in cheap buildings, where very 
thin walls and floors are associated with thin 
plasters and the kind of equipment produced 
by cut-throat competition.” 

Though noise attended upon cheapness, it 
did not attend upon a true economy which 
looked forward to small maintenance costs 
twenty years ahead. Small maintenance 
costs must depend on a proper initial outlay. 
There were some modern architects and 
quantity surveyors who prided themselves on 
being able to go through a scheme and 
substitute three-and-sixpenny doors for five- 
shilling doors, skim coat plasters for three- 
coat work, cheap, mass-produced windows 
for well-built, durable windows, 2-in. par- 
tition for 3-in., and so on, all through the 
building. Generally speaking, that process 
and those persons were the cause of all the 
troubles. They were not serving the public; 
they were serving a false economy, and were 
not being true to the spirit of the Royal 
Charters. 


NORFOLK AND NORWICH ASSOCIATION 
OF ARCHITECTS. : 


Debate on Flats v. Cottages. 


Av a meeting of this Association held on 
Wednesday, December 11, in in Room, 
Suckling Hall, Norwich, the President, Mr. 
E. W. B. Scott, being in the chair, a debate 
took place on the following motion: “‘ It is 
the opinion of this house that flats rather than 
cottages offer the best solution to the present 
housing problem.”’ 

Mr. R. O. Charter, speaking for the motion, 
said the problem before all local authorities 
was whether to build flats on the cleared 
areas in the centre of cities or to create satel- 
lite towns on the outskirts. If cottages were 
built outside the town, what was to become 
of the slum areas which were cleared? 
Already in industrial areas houses were being 
used as tenements which were not designed 
for that purpose. Why not replace these 
with flats, properly designed, with play- 
grounds, gymnasiums, rest gardens, etc,? 


Blocks of flats should be built in parallel lines 
running north and south and one dwelling 
deep to ensure sunshine and privacy. The 
ground floor could be utilised for shops, gar- 
ages, etc. There should be access by stairs 
for flats of five stories, and lifts where there 
were more. Already 1,600 flats had been 
built at a density of about fifty to the acre in 
Liverpool, and overcrowding had been |es- 
sened without moving large numbers of work- 
ing families miles from their work. 

Mr. W. C. Purcell, opposing the motion, 

speaking on the question of staircases up to 
five stories and lifts for more stories, said it 
was not reasonable for children to climb five 
stories. A lift could not be self-operative 
owing to the children; thus wages for an 
attendant would be added, and it was essential 
that rents be _ low. Soundproofing, hot- 
water supply, playgrounds, etc., would in- 
volve a large expense, making the rents 
higher. If long lines of flats were built the 
windows would look straight into each other. 
There was certainly not as much privacy in a 
flat as in a house. On the argument that 
flats enabled more families to be housed to an 
acre, the speaker said, that was not the 
case, unless the blocks were five stories high. 
Blocks of flats of more than five stories were 
not favoured by the Ministry of Health, and 
Continental builders had concluded that from 
a financial point of view blocks of more than 
three or four stories were not practical. 
- Mr. T. ©. ao having seconded the pro- 
poser and Mr. M. S. Hare the opposer, a 
discussion followed, which was taken part in 
by Messrs. Meredith, Swindells, H. J. T. 
Gowen, C. J. Norton, G. H. Anderson, S. J. 
Wearing, C. L. Lister, C. H. Dann, C. 
Upcher, F. M. Dewing, M. Little and J. 
Gordon Davies. 

Mr. Purcell and Mr. Charter having replied 
to the debate, the vote was then taken and 
resulted as follows: For the motion, 12; 
against, 11. 


BUILDING SURVEYORS’ ASSOCIATION. 
Building Supervision. 

At a quarterly meeting of this Association 
held on December 14. Mr. W. J. Stone, 
M.R.S.I., and a Past-President of the Asso- 
ciation, addressed the members on the subject 
of ‘* Building Supervision and Examina- 
tions.” He maintained that the time had 
arrived for steps to be taken to prevent men 
unskilled in architecture or the building crafts 
from practising as house builders. The work 
of the building surveyor was lightened con- 
siderably when he had skilled people to deal 
with. Building supervision in the provinces, 
he proceeded, was a century behind the times. 
Local authorities would be well advised to 
emulate the practice of the South and put 
an end to the lamentable condition of build- 
ing by unscrupulous men. 

Outlining the growth of building inspection, 
the speaker called attention to an important 
provision in a London Act of 1667. ‘‘ For 
the purpose of discovering and preventing 
irregular building, the Lord Mayor, Alder- 
men and Common Council are empowered to 
appoint one or more discreet and intelligent 
person or persons in the Art of Building to 
be Surveyors or Supervisors to see the said 
rules and scantlings well and truly observed, 
and the said Surveyors or Supervisors were 
to take oath upon the Holy Evangelist for the 
true and impartial Execution of their office.” 
Mr. Ronald Wood, in an address to the Insti- 
tution of Structural Engineers, had referred 
to this extract and to the Building Act of 
1844, which made the first statutory provision 
for a qualifying examination for district sur- 
veyors. He had remarked that the influence 
of the district surveyors in the control of 
buildings in London was insufficiently recog- 
nised. This, the speaker maintained, was 
equally true in the provinces, and a very 
strong claim was made for an improvement 
in the status and recognition for building 
surveyors to local authorities. He advocated 
a definite qualifying examination, to be 
recognised by the Ministry of Health, and 
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adopted as a standard 
local authorities. 
Reference was also made to suggestions from 
some important quarters for greater elasticity 
in the control of buildings. In the opinion 
of the speaker, such suggestions were worthy 
of consideration only those cases where 
buildings were directly under the contro] of 
reputable architects and structural engineers, 
In the case of the smaller buildings, and 
rticularly the smaller type of dwelling. 
ouse, more stringent control was urgently 
necessary, as laid down in the R.I.B.A. report 
on Damp Houses, 1929. This report was a 
sufficient condemnation of our present build. 
ing practice. That R.I.B.A. sub-committee 
report strongly recommends that the erection 
of dwelling-houses should be subject to stricter 
technical supervision, In this connection, it 
was worthy of note that the L.C.C. were now 
engaging practical craftsmen, technically 
trained, as district surveyors. Local authori- 
ties fell far short of this standard in many

The Standard Method of Measurement. 

Srr,—I am in agreement with ‘‘ Estimatin 
Surveyor’? as to the very high  standar 
often attained .by the quantity surveyor of 
forty years ago, and as to the great help to 
the estimator that was given by the liberal 
use of diagrams and sketches. I also agree 
that one occasionally comes across bills of 
quantities prepared for public authorities, said 
to be in accordance with the requirements 
of the Standard Method, but defective in 
many particulars. But in upwards of forty 
years of estimating I have not come across 
ny bills prepared by or on_ behalf © of 
H.M.O.W. open to serious complaint. 

But competent as were the old-time sur- 
veyors, to whom reference has been made, 
it is beyond contradiction that in the open- 
ing years of the present century there was 
room for serious complaint in regard to the 
issue of a considerable amount of unskilled 
work under the designation of bills of quan- 
tities. Much of it came from architects who, 
without the necessary training, themselves 
undertook the preparation of the bills, or 
who employed assistants of varying skill to 
turn out quantities of varying inaccuracy. It 
was often found that the person signing the 
bills disclaimed responsibility, stating that 
the successful contractor must check them 
before signing the contract, but still claimed 
and collected full fees. The position was 
so bad that in 1909 the Quantity Surveyors’ 
Association felt compelled to take action, and 
no doubt a standard method would have 
come into earlier use had it not been for 
the outbreak of the Great War. It was not 
until 1918 that representatives of the build- 
ing trades were elected to the committee 
which had the work in hand, and started to 
‘‘roar’’ for a standard document, as Mr. 
H. J. Leaning puts it. 

From an estimator’s point of view (and 
doubtless I shall shock some of my surveyor 
friends by saying that it is the estimator 
who alone matters) the chief merit of the 
Standard Method is that therein are laid 
down rules as to the minimum amount of 
information to be presented to him. A sur- 
veyor is not under these rules forbidden to 
add to the amount of information given, and 
quite often he does so to the advantage of 
his client. It is of benefit to everyone con- 
cerned with a building contract that mis- 
takes in —— should be avoided, and 
that there should be no misunderstanding of 


qualification by all 


the contract documents. The primary pul-. 


pose of bills of quantities is to inform the 
estimator, and to that every other considera- 
tion should be subordinated. The chief 
advantage of preparing the bills in accord-

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THE BUILDER 


TECHNICAL COLLEGE BUILDINGS 


A report on “ Technical College Buildings, 
their Planning and Equipment,’’* was issued 
last year by a joint committee of the 
Association of Technical Institutions and the 
Association of Principals of Technical Insti- 
tutions, with representatives of the R.I.B.A. 
and the Institute of Builders and a member 
of the staff of the Board of Education. We 
ublished a brief review of this work in our 
issue for September 20, but in view of the 
importance of the subject we now give some 
extracts from the chapter on ‘‘ Departmental 
Accommodation” relating to ‘‘ Building,” 
together with one of the numerous plans in- 
duded in the Report—that of the South-East 
Essex Technical College, now in course of 
erection at Barking, from the designs of Mr. 
John Stuart, F.R.I.B.A., Architect to the 
Essex County Council. A brief description 
of this building is also extracted. 


In the notes on ‘‘ Building ’’ it is stated 
that ‘‘ the work of an organised Building De- 
partment involves the provision of drawing 
offices, classrooms and a building laboratory 
for a ‘General Building Course’ (usually of 
three or five years’ duration) and of work-

shops for each of the various trade or craft 
courses, besides the use of drawing-offices, 
classrooms, and occasionally the building 
laboratory for these craft courses. Where 
architecture forms a subject of the curriculum, 
additional studio accommodation is necessary. 

“For Building Department workshops the 
accommodation per student must necessarily 
include space for the erection of full-size 
examples of craftwork, in addition to the 
space occupied by benches, shop equipment, 
tool storage and gangways. No y the 
overall floor-space provided per student should 
be 50 sq. ft. Hence for a class of 20 students 
each workshop should have an area of about 
1,000 sq. ft. 

** Provision for bulk storage of materials, 
finished work and work in progress should be 
separate and in addition to the workshop 
accommodation. 

SCHEDULE or Rooms ReQqurrep.—Any or all 
of the following may be required according to 
the size and importance of the Department :— 
(1) Classrooms ; (2) Drawing-Offices ; (3) Build- 
ing Laboratory; (4) Carpentry and Joinery 
Workshop; (5) Plumbing Workshop; (6) 
Brickwork Shop; (7) Plastering Workshop; 
(8) Painting and Decorating Workshop; (9) 
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Machine Shop (this is required in large De- 
partments; in smaller Departments some 
machinery is generally needed, but is placed 
in the Carpentry Shop); (11) Storage. 

‘* ARRANGEMENT OF Rooms.—For purposes of 
administration and supervision it is convenient 
if all the rooms in the department can be 
placed reasonably near together, but some of 
the crafts (e.g., plumbing and woodcutting 
machinery) are very noisy, and in any case 
it is desirable to place all the workshops on 
the ground floor or in a separate block with 
direct access by means of large external doors 
to a roadway which may be used by lorries 
delivering heavy bulk stores such as bricks 
and timber. A range of one-story workshops 
has the advantage that all can be provided 
with both top and one-side light. If this 
arrangement is impossible, ample side lights, 
carried up to the ceiling, are requjred. 

Where a wood-cutting machine shop is pro- 
vided, it should adjoin the carpentry work- 
shop, if possible with direct access. In large 
building departments the various workshops 
may be grouped round a central ‘ erection 
hall’ with a concrete floor having a grano- 
lithic finish, where large pieces of work may 
be set out and erected, samples displayed and 
small buildings constructed.” 

The Report then proceeds to set out in 


detail the equipment, etc., of the individual -

SOUTH-EAST ESSEX TECHNICAL COLLEGE, BARKING. 
MR. JOHN STUART, F.R.I.B.A., Architect to the Essex County Council. 
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South-East Essex Technical College, Barking. 


“This College is at present under construc- 
tion. The contract price of the building is 
£131,273, and the estimated cost of the equip- 
ment is from £40,000 to £50,000; a swimming 
bath may be added at a cost of £4,072. The 
site is practically level, with a frontage of 
610 ft. and a depth of 400 ft. In the daytime 
the building will be occupied by a Junior 
Technical, a Junior Commercial and a Junior 
Art School, there being accommodation for 
900 pupils; senior day full-time courses in 
Engineering, Building, etc., may be com- 
menced if the need arises. e evening 
departments will include Art, Building, 
Chemistry, Commerce, Domestic Subjects, 
Engineering and Physics. 

“The grouping of the accommodation is as 
follows :—Facing the road there is an 
H-shaped block three stories high. In the 
centre of this block, at the back of it, is the 
large assembly hall, 91 ft. by 45 ft. and 
23 ft. 6in. high, with a gallery, stage and 
retiring-rooms. It is approached from the 
main entrance through a spacious vestibule 
which also serves as an exhibition hall. The 
central part of this block also contains, on the 
ground floor, the various administrative 
rooms, cloakrooms and lavatories for men and

library (74 ft. by 26ft. and 20ft. high), 
common-rooms for the male and female staff, 


SCIENTIFIC 


From a summary of the Annual Report of 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research for the year 1934-35, Cmd. 5013*, 
we take the following extracts :-— 


British Industry Becoming More Interested 
in Research. 

There is no lack of evidence in the Report 
that British industry is' showing a growing 
realisation of the importance of the help 
which science can give at every stage of the 
processes of industry. The Advisory Council 
of the Department, the chairman of which is 
Lord Rutherford, is able, for example, to 
point to a very encouraging response to the 
offer which the Department made last year 
to Research Associations of increased Govern- 
ment support, provided the associations on 
their part obtained correspondingly increased 
contributions from the industries they serve. 
Negotiations with 13 out of 18 search 
Associations in receipt of financial assistance 
from the Department have been completed, 
and in every case offers of increased grants 
on a new basis have been made and accepted. 

immediate result,’ the Advisory 
Council state, ‘‘ has been that the associa- 
tions in question, as a whole, are already 
assured of a 30 per cent. increase in their 
resources as compared with those the 
commanded eighteen months ago. Wit 
one exception each of these associations 
now enjoys an income of at least £10,000, 
the minimum figure which, even in a small 
industry, we can accept for the income of 
an association whose future can be con- 
sidered as assured. 

“As illustrations of the response which 
various industries have made, we record 
that the total income of the Iron and Steel 
Industrial Research Council is estimated at 
£31,000 in the current period, as compared 
with £16,000 two years ago, while the 
income of the Electrical and Allied Indus- 
tries Research Association has increased 
in two years from £44,000 to £64,000. The 


resources of the Paint Research Association — 


have already increased in one year from 
£9,000 to £14,000. We regard these in- 
creases,’ the Report continues, “‘ as good 
beginnings. The grants have been so ad- 
justed that, within the limits of the offer, 
the more industry contributes the higher 
becomes the rate of grant earned by the 
total contribution. There is thus a double 
financial inducement to the industries to 
increase their support for their associa- 
tions.”

common-rooms for men and women -students 
and a students’ dining-room (91 ft. by 46 ft. 
and 16 ft. high), well equipped with kitchen, 
servery, etc. The eastern arm of the H con- 
tains the departments of Art and Domestic 
Science, the western arm the Department of 
Commerce. These departments occupy all 
three floors, and their rooms extend into the 
central part of the H-shaped central block. 

** Behind this main block are two parallel 
one-story buildings, connected with the main 
block and with each other by wide corridors. 
One contains a range of science laboratories ; 
the other a double range of workshops, 
laboratories and drawing-offices for the En- 
gineering and Building Departments. The 
heating chamber is in a basement under the 
centre of the science block. In the south- 
east corner of the site (not shown on the 
accompanying plan) is the gymnasium, with 
changing-rooms and shower-baths. 

‘* The structure generally is of steel framing 
with fireproof floors. The external walls are 
faced with artificial stone up to first-floor level 
and with 2-in. sand-faced bricks and artificial 
stone dressings above that point. The stairs 
are of reinforced concrete faced with terrazzo 
and with rubber treads. The corridors have 
tiled dados and are floored with rubber. The 
roofs are ‘covered with buff sand-faced tiles.”’ 

The builders are Messrs. Pavitt Bros., 
Aveley, Essex. 


RESEARCH 


While there 1s ‘‘ encouraging evidence of 
the change being brought about largely by 
the wholehearted efforts of enlightened 
leaders in our great industries,” the Advisory 
Council still find that the scientific outlook 
of some industries leaves much to be desired. 
Metals. 

The Iron and Steel Industrial Research 
Council, in co-operation with the Building 
Research Station, have been investigating the 
possibilities of extending the use of blast 
furnace slag as a concrete aggregate. A 
method has been devised for ‘‘ foaming ”’ 
such slags, and it is claimed that in all cases 
the final product is quite stable and suitable 
for use as a light-weight aggregate. The 
material is already being applied in building 
construction and is stated to have a number 
of advantages. 

The Council is investigating the factors 
governing the life of ingot moulds and the 
effect of some of these on steel quality. After 
three years’ work a committee of cost 
accountants has completed a uniform system 
of costing for the iron and steel industry, 
which can be applied under widely varying 
conditions of practice. 

_The Non-Ferrous Metals Research Associa- 
tion, in consultation with the industry, has 
evolved a new 5-year plan of research. The 
new research programme covers 50 subjects, 
work on nine of which is to be started 


- immediately, including investigations on the 


moulding and casting of bronze, the casting 
of nickel silver, and methods for improving 
the surface finish of rolled brass. 

The Cast Iron Research Association is 
making good progress with the processes it 
is developing for improving the strength or 
cast irons. Investigations on the behaviour 
of materials suitable for use at the high 
temperatures at which modern machinery 
works have suggested that the use of cast- 
iron in steam plant and elsewhere may well 
be extended. 

Important investigations are in progress 
at the National Physical Laboratory on the 
development of light magnesium alloys of 
good mechanical properties. Magnesium 
alloys containing cadmium and zinc have now 
been successfully rolled from extruded 
material which was found to respond to roll- 
ing treatment much more readily than cast 
metal of similar composition. By suitable 
mechanical working and heat treatment, an 


alloy of density 1.92 containing 8 per cent. 
cadmium, 8 per cent. aluminium, has been 
obtained with mechanical _ properties 
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approaching those of duralumin, which is 
nearly twice as heavy. 

Other points from the report dealing with 
work at the Department’s own establish- 
ments, are as follows :— 

The Steel Structures Research Committee 
have nearly completed the drafting of rules 
covering improved methods for the design of 
steel-framed buildings. 

In connection with the work of the Water 
Pollution Research Board, the Chemical Re- 
search Laboratory has discovered British 
clays which after treatment are equal, and 
in some respects better than, the imported 
materials in their water softening properties, 

Certain synthetic resins have been found 
which remove salts in solution from water. 
Solids in solution from ordinary tap water 
are reduced by one passage through the 
resins from 33 parts down to one part in a 
million. The same process carried out two 
or three times removes the salt and much 
else from sea water. 

The Chemical Research Laboratory has 
also found that rubber can be incorporated 
with coal tar to produce road surfacing, 
material possessing many of the advantages 
of both rubber and tar. 

It has also found that certain bacteria cause 
corrosion of iron pipes buried in clay soils 
owing to the action of the bacteria on sul- 
phates in the soils. 

Detailed reference is also made to the 
recent work of the Building Research Station, 
whose Annual Report for 1934 was noticed 
in our issue for December 6. 


FRANCESCO DI GIORGIO. 


THose who are interested in the arts and 
who are unable to appreciate much of the 
present-day work will welcome the second 
volume of Mr. Selwyn Brinton’s excellent 
work dealing with Francesco di Giorgio, 
that amazingly versatile artist of the fifteenth 
century. The first volume, it may be remem- 
bered, dealt with his paintings, miniatures 
and drawings. The volume under notice* 
treats of his architecture, which embraces 
palaces, churches, a cathedral (Milan), and 
his sculpture in wood, bronze and marble—a 
remarkable and consistently good output. Mr. 
Selwyn Brinton has a sensitive appreciation 
of this master’s work, and he fully maintains 
the interest aroused by the earlier volume. 
Looking at the various illustrations of 
churches, one is impressed with their beauty 
and dignity; though they are rich in detail, 
refinement and admirable scale prevail. 
Present-day church architecture, with all its 
severity and austerity and clever lighting, 
appears to lack the atmosphere of the old 


. churches, and it is doubtful if age will bring 


it. It is a pity that the sincere sculptor and 
decorative artist should not be given more 
opportunity to add their contributions of the 
house of God. The Church of S. M. Delle 
Grazie at Calcinaio is a fine example of 
Francesco’s church architecture. : 
Coming to his street architecture, if one 
looks at the Arches of the Palace of the 
Anziani, one feels that this is noble archi- 
tecture and strikingly beautiful. If this 1s 
the out-moded ‘‘archfiecture of the past, 
it is assuredly good to look back upon. Will 
much of the present architecture receive 
admiring attention in the future? It is 
extremely doubtful. Of doorways, an excel- 
lent example of delicacy and refinement 1s 
that of the Palazzo Bandini. Among the 
bronze work, the figure of an Angel, Siena 
Cathedral high altar, is a masterpiece of the 
sculptor’s art, To the student, the artist 
and the art lover this book is certain to make 
an intimate appeal. Some illustrations from 
the book are given on pages 1 and 6..

LAW REPORTS 


Kine’s Bencn DrivistonaL Court. 
Before the Lorp Cuier Justice and 
Justices HumpHRIES and SINGLETON. 


CASE UNDER THE PUBLIC HEALTH 

(BUILDINGS IN STREETS) ACT, 1888. 

H. C. Jones & Co. (Surrey), Ltd., and the 
Surbiton Urban District Council. 


In this case the Surbiton U.D.C.. appealed 
from a decision of the Justices at Quarter 
Sessions allowing an appeal by Messrs. H. C. 
Jones & Co. (Surrey), Ltd., builders and 
contractors, of Chiltern-drive, Surbiton, from 
the judgment of a Court of Summary Juris- 
diction at Kingston-on-Thames, convicting 
Messrs. Jones & Co. of an offence under 
Section 3 of the Public Health (Buildings in 
Streets) Act, 1888. 

It appeared that before the Court of Sum- 
mary Jurisdiction an information was pre- 
ferred by the Clerk of the Urban District 
Council under the Act against Messrs. Jones 
& Co. for that they, between August 11 and 
October 1, 1934, in the parish of Surbiton, in 
the Urban District, did, without the written 
consent of the local authority, erect a house 
in a street called ‘‘ The Byeways,”’ a part of 
such building being beyond the front main 
wall of the house on the north-east side there- 
of in the same street, known as No. 2, ‘‘ The 
Byeways,”’ contrary to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 3 of the Act of 1888, and did continue 
the offence after written notice by the Coun- 
cil dated September 28, 1934. 


The information came before the Court of 
Summary Jurisdiction on October 15, 1934, 
when the Justices found that on the facts 
shown the written consent of the Urban 
Authority was not given in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 3 of the Act, the 
plan which had been submitted to the autho- 
rity by the builders being incorrect, and they 
imposed a fine of 1s. a day, which totalled 
17s. for the period from September 29, the 
day of the receipt of the written notice, to 
October 15, 1934, the day of the hearing be- 
fore the Justices. From this result, Messrs. 
Jones & Co. appealed to the Court of Quarter 
Sessions at Kingston, when the Appeal Com- 
mittee, on October 26, 1934, allowed the 
builder’s appeal and quashed the conviction, 
but stated a case for the opinion of the High 
Court on the question of law involved. 

The facts as disclosed in the special case 
stated that on August 11, 1934, the builders 
submitted to the Council the plans of a bun- 
galow proposed to be erected by them in 
“The Byeways’’ for approval, and included 
among the plans was a site plan, and upon 
the plans it appeared that a part of the 
bungalow would project beyond the front 
main wall of the adjoining building, No. 2, 
“The Byeways,” to the extent of about 
2ft. 6in. or 2ft. 8in. The builders were 
not bound to show the adjoining building on 
the site plan. On August 16, 1934, the plans 
were approved by the Council’s Buildings and 
Town Planning Committee, and on August 22 
the Council’s surveyor acquainted the 
builders of the approval. At the meeting of 
the committee its attention was not directed 
to the fact that the bungalow would project 
beyond the front main wall of No. 2, ‘The 
Byeways.”” The builders, upon the receipt 
of the notice, proceeded with the erection of 
the bungalow in the position shown on the 
site plan, and in particular at the same dis- 
tance from the street as was shown on the 
site plan, but the projection beyond the front 
main wall of the adjoining building was not 
between 2 ft. 6 in. or 2 ft. 8in. as shown on the 
site plan, but was a projection of about 7 ft. 


6in. The difference which occurred was due 


to the fact that on the site plan the position 


of the adjoining building was, owing to an 
error in draughtsmanship, incorrectly shown 
as being about 5ft. nearer to the street than 
it was in fact, and was in a position in which 
its erection had been approved by the autho- 
=a three years previously, but in which it 
. d not, in fact, been erected; but the posi- 
of the was correctly shown. 
On September 28, the builders, after receiv- 
Ing notice from the authority under Section 3 
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of the Act, continued to allow the bungalow 
to project beyond the front main wall of the 
adjoining building to about 7ft. 2in., and 
the contention of the authority was that as 
the site plan was inaccurate and misleadin 

to the extent of the projection, their approva 
of the plans did not constitute a ‘‘ written 
consent ’’ within the meaning of Section 3 of 
the Act. The builders, on the other hand, 
contended that as the bungalow had been 
erected in the precise position in which the 
authority had given their approval, they (the 
builders) were not guilty of the offence 
charged in the information, and that the 
written approval of the plans by the autho- 
rity was in law a consent to the erection of 
the bungalow beyond the front main wall of 
No. 2 within the meaning of the section. 

Quarter Sessions decided that as no build- 
ing line had been prescribed by the authority, 
and as the bungalow had been erected in the 
precise position as shown on the site plan as 
approved, and that the notice referred to was 
a written consent within the meaning of Sec- 
tion 3 to the erection of the bungalow upon 
the position shown on the site plan, the appeal 
should be allowed. From this result the local 
authority now appealed. 

Mr. Montgomery, K.C., and Sir John 
Cameron appeared for the appellants, and 
Mr. 8S. Turner, K.C., and Mr. H. B. Williams 
for the builders, the respondents. 

At the conclusion of the arguments the 
Lord Chief Justice, in giving judgment, said 
the Act was quite unambiguous, and that in 
his opinion the approval of the plans by the 
authority did not constitute a ‘‘ written con- 
sent’ within the meaning of the statute. 

The other members of the Court con- 
curred, and the appeal of the Council was 
allowed and the case remitted to Quarter 
Sessions with instructions to restore the con- 
viction.

IMPORTANT CASE UNDER THE HOUSING 
. ACT, 1930. 
Marriott v. Minister of Health. 

In this case Mr. J. Marriott, of 34, St. 
James-street, Nottingham, appliéd under 
Section 11 (3) of the Housing Act, 1930, for 
an order quashing a compulsory purchase 
erder which had been made and confirmed 
under the Act. 

The order before the Court was the Not- 
tingham (St. James-street, No. 3B) Compul- 
sory Purchase Order, 1934, made by the 
Nottingham Corporation and confirmed by 
the Minister of Health on January 16, 1935. 

Mr. Marriott now applied for the order to 
be quashed on the grounds (1) that the 
order was not confirmed for any of the pur- 
poses of the Act, and (2) that the Minister 
had refused to hear evidence of an agree- 
ment for the purchase of part of the land 
included in the order by a Mr. Gibbons from 
the Corporation. 

Mr. Marriott complained that after the 
order had been made he himself demolished 
all the 27 houses he owned in the area, and 
therefore at the date of the confirmation they 
did not exist, and that in these circumstances 
the Minister had no power to confirm the 
order made by the Corporation. 

It appeared that on June 4, 1934, the Cor- 
poration resolved to make two orders, one 
declaring the St. James-street area to be a 
clearance area, and the other a compulsory 
purchase order which authorised the compul- 
sory purchase of part of the land in the area, 
which part contained 39 houses, of which 27 
belonged to Mr. Marriott. The latter on 
July 21 instructed his builder to demolish all 
his houses and on July 26 the builder began 
the work. On July 30 notice of the order was 
served on Mr. Marriott, and on August 7 his 
solicitor served notice of objection. Before 
October 2 all the 27 houses were completely 
demolished, and on that day a public local 
inquiry began, when the inspector considered 
Mr. Marriott’s objection. On January 16, 
1935, the Minister confirmed the order, giving 
as his reason for doing so that the expense 
of providing other accommodation for persons 


displaced should rank for a grant under Sec- 
tion 26 of the Act. 

Mr. Montgomery, K.C., and Mr. Arthur 
Capewell appeared for Mr. Marriott; and the 
Solicitor-General (Sir Donald Somervell, 
K.C.), Mr. Valentine Holmes and Mr. Milmo 
for the Minister of Health. 

Mr. Montgomery contended that the power 
to make and confirm a compulsory purchase 
order could only exist where there were 
buildings to be demolished. Jn the present 
case there were none, and as the site was 
bare of buildings the Minister had no power 
to confirm the order. The piece of land to 
be conveyed to Mr. Gibbons formed the only 
access to Mr. Marriott's land. 

The Solicitor-General, for the Minister, in 
support of the order, said that Mr. Marriott 
had pulled down his houses with the object 
of defeating the Corporation’s proposals. 

His lordship: Why should he not? The 
land was his until the order was confirmed. 

The Solicitor-General said that if he could 
do so the position would be that the local 


authority, in discharging their statutory., 
powers, might, having decided that an area 


was insanitary and resolved to put the pro- 
visions of the Act into force, have the whole 
of their action rendered nugatory by the 
action of the landowners. 

His lordship, in a long judgment, after 
stating the facts, said there was in his 
opinion no ground for complaining of the 
inspector’s action at the public inquiry, and 
that that ground of appeal failed. But Mr. 
Marriott’s main contention was that the Cor- 
poration were seeking compulsorily to pur- 
chase his land under the Act of 1930 when 
the conditions did not exist under which they 
were entitled to acquire it. If that were right, 
the order would not be within the powers of 
the Act and therefore it would be the duty 
of the Court to quash it under Section 11 
(subsection 3) of the Act of 1930. Under that 
section and subsection the Corporation, after 
passing a resolution, had two courses open to 
them. They could either order the owners to 
pull down the houses, in which case the site 
remained the property of the owners, or they 
could purchase the site and pull down the 
houses themselves. Mr. Marriott did not 
wait to see which course was adopted, but 
proceeded to take down the houses himself, 
and contended that after that had happened 
nobody could proceed to secure a clearance of 
the area, as it was already cleared and could 
not be cleared again. He (the judge) thought 
Mr. Marriott was right on that point. The 
order of the Minister was not retrospective, 
and clearly the Court could not make an 
order that buildings now on the ground were 
not demolished and thus compel the owner to 
part with the site. The land belonged to 
Mr. Marriott. If he had waited he would 
have had to deal with it as ordered, but as 
he did not wait the Corporation could not 
now say that they were entitled to purchase 
the land in order to demolish houses on it 
which had already been demolished. For 
these reasons the compulsory purchase order 
in question did not come within the powers 
conferred by the Act, and it was the duty 
of the Court to quash it in so far as it in- 
cluded in it any property belonging to Mr. 
Marriott. 

His lordship accordingly made an order 
quashing the compulsory purchase order so 
far as it affected Mr. Marriott, with costs. 


Improvement Scheme, Glasgow Cathedral. 

A scheme of interior restoration and im- 
provement of Glasgow Cathedral is to be 
prepared soon by a special committee. The 
scheme for interior restoration and improve- 
ment will include the reseating and refurnish- 
ing of the choir and the replacement of the 
stained glass in many of the windows. 
Colonel J. Maurice Arthur, President of the

Sm,—We have a contract in hand and 
shall be obliged with your opinion on the 
following extract from the Bill of Quanti- 
ties: ‘‘ The contractor is to set out the 
works and take the entire responsibility of 
the accuracy of same. The whole of the 
work from the commencement to final com- 
pletion to be under the entire charge of the 
contractor, who shall make good at his own 
expense any damage to the same.”’ 

The architect asserts that this clause 
covers the erection and maintenance of -a 
hoarding or, alternatively, for the provision 
of a watchman.

Your opinion on the following clause, taken 
from the same architect’s specification, will 
also be appreciated: ‘‘ The architect’s deci- 
sion is to be final.” TaFr. 


[We are of opinion that the extract from 
the bills of quantities would not cover the 
erection and maintenance of a hoarding, or, 
alternatively, the provision of a watchman, 
as the architect asserts. It does throw the 
entire responsibility for the care of the work 
and for aga thereto on the contractor. The 
method by which that care must be exercised 
does not include the

all the parts of a contract must be construed 
together. Here one clause makes the archi- 
tect’s decision final.

Damp External Wall: Cure Wanted. 


Sm,—At the moment my house is suffering 
from @ very damp external wall to such an 
extent that the damp shows all over the wall- 
paper. I have had a series of builders and 
decorators in, but the wall still continues 
to be damp. 

There are therefore two courses open to 
me as far as I, a layman, can see: (1) to 
paint the plaster inside with a damp-resisting 
paint, and then have the decorators in to 
repaper, or (2) to have the outside of the 
bricks treated so that the damp cannot get 
through. 


Would you therefore — advise me what 
would be best to do under the circumstances, 
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also what is the description and name of the 
paint one applies to the plaster on the inside 
of the wall, and alse is there a preparation 
I can specify to my builder for applying to 
the outside wall to render it damp-proof? 
One builder recommended a black compound 
for applying to the outside wall, but I could 
not agree to this when he informed me it 
would make the walls appear as though black 
painted. I would prefer either a co/ourless 
proofing or a yellow- or red-brick finish 
proofing.

Sound-proofing Wood Floor on Joists. 


Sm,—I have been asked by one of my 
clients as to the best method of making a 
first-floor room sound-proof from noises in 
the room below, and am enclosing a sketch 
(reproduced) of the room and its surround- 
ings. The building itself is a café, the 
ground-floor room being a maid’s sitting- 
room and the one above the manager’s 
private sitting-room. All four walls are 11 in. 
cavity, built of brick; the floor joists are 
Gin., covered with 1 in. tongued and grooved 
floor-boards, and the underside ceiled with 
“*Beaver’’-board. I should be extremely 
grateful if you could advise me as to the best 
and most efficient method of obtaining the 
desired results. I may mention that if 
necessary the floor may be raised about 1 in. 
and the ceiling lowered about 3in., so that 
the finished thickness of the floor can be 
approximately 15in. if absolutely necessary.

Underground Sleeping Rooms: Explanation of 
Ministry’s Regulation Wanted. 


Srr,—Can any reader explain, preferably 
with a sketch, the following regulation made 
by the Ministry of Health in reference to 
underground sleeping-rooms ? 

“*(8) The room shall be effectually venti- 
lated and lighted by a window or windows 
opening directly to the external air, which 
; 


(i) overlook the area or open space provided 
in pursuance of the regulation in that 
behalf or an area or open space of not 
less extent ; 


(ii) be so constructed that a total area equal 
at the least to 1-20th of the floor area of 
the room may be opened, and so that at 
least the windows required for this pur- 
pose can be opened at the top; 

(iii) have a total area equal at the least to 
4 of the floor area of the room, a portion 
of which total area, equal to at least 
1-10th of the floor area of the room, 
shall be so situated that a line makin 
an angle of 30 deg. with a horizonta 
plane can be drawn upwards from any 
point thereon in a vertical plane at right 
angles to the plane of the window so as 
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not to intersect within a distance of 
10 ft. measured horizontally from the 
window any wall or other obstruction 
except an open fence.” Rames

“Compensation for Injury.”

Sm,—The employee of a contractor has no 
claim against the building owner of a contract 
upon which he is working for any purposes, 
whether for injury or wages, etc. His claim 
against his employer, namely, the contractor, 
does not depand in any way upon whether the 
latter is covered by insurance or not. If his 
employer has not insured him in this way he 
has a claim against the firm’s estate, which 
can be recovered in the civil courts, and will 
be met, provided the firm is solvent.

Draught in a Chimney. 

[Answer To ‘“‘ Frar Roor,’’ 27.] 

Smr,—The cause of a chimney not generat- 
ing a sufficient draught may not be because 
of insufficient height, but may be due to the 
sides of the chimney being rough, causing 
a loss of draught due to friction. It may also 
be due to the chimney’s cross-section being 
too large, which reduces the velocity of the 
draught. For a chimney to create a good 
draught the walls must become heated, and, 
obviously, if the cross-section is very large 
the sea are slower in heating up. This 
seems the most probable cause of the trouble. 
At the point of entrance of the fire to the 
chimney, the connecting flue should be 
narrowed and smoothed, while at the top of 
the stack there should be a slight tapering, 
as this will increase the ween

WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


Luxury Flats. 

Sm Percy Hurp asked the Minister of 
Health whether his attention had been called 
to the anxiety expressed by local authorities 
in London suburban and other districts 
because of the future effect on the rates of 
the large and increasing number of unoccupied 
highly rented flats in their areas; and 
whether means: could be devised to check the 
speculative building of new luxury flats and 
encourage the provision of the low-rented 
houses that were needed. 

Sm K. Woop said that his attention had 
not previously been called to this matter, 
though he had seen references to it in the 
Press. Local authorities already possessed, 
under the Town and Country Planning Act, 
1932, extensive powers to control develop- 
ment. The output of houses for letting at 
low rents was being, and, he trusted, would 
continue to be, increased under the Govern- 
ment’s housing policy 


Provision for Aged Couples. 


Sim P. Hurp asked the Minister of Health 
whether he was aware that the demand for 
more family houses at low rentals would be 
largely met in many rural centres at a 
minimum cost to the public if smaller houses 
suited for aged couples and the like were 
included in new housing schemes. 

Sm K. Woop replied in the affirmative. 
He said that in a memorandum on the 
Housing Act, 1935, issued on October 22 last, 
the attention of local authorities had once 
again been drawn to the advantage of 
including in housing schemes special homes 
for aged persons. 


Specifications. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Vuant, 
Sm K. Woop said that in the rare 
case when a local authority proposed to 
specify timber wall-plates embedded in struc- 
tural walls, his department discouraged it as 
not being in accordance with the best build- 
ing practice. The bridging of floor joists 
where some stiffening was neccessary was not 
discouraged.

BUILDING BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS—I. 
By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.I., M.T.P.I. 
(Author of “Estimating for Buildings and Public Works.”’) 


1. 
INTRODUCTORY. 


Tus series of articles may be termed a 
sequel series to those recently published in 
The Builder dealing with Building By-laws. 
In that series a complete and actual set of 
building by-laws was discussed and _illus- 
trated. but the erection of buildings is not 
controlled solely by such building by-laws. 
There are, as well, other numerous laws, by- 
laws, regulations and official recommendations, 
affecting various types of buildings. 

The buildings dealt with in the present 
series will not be confined to the terms of 
the building by-laws, as ‘“‘ domestic build- 
ings,” “‘public buildings,” and “‘ buildings 
of the warehouse class,’’ for some of the laws 
and regulations have direct bearing upon the 
sub-divisions of these three classes. These 
will include dwelling-houses, garages, stables, 
beast-houses, pigstyes, sanitary conveniences, 
shops, factories, workshops, theatres, schools, 
and petrol-filling stations, while from the 
legislation standpoint the articles will deal 
with the influence of such recent Acts of 
Parliament as the Housing Act of 1935, and 
the Restriction of Ribbon Development Act 
of 1935. 

It should be realised that the writer is not 
a lawyer who is able to consider the intricate 
details of law. . These articles are the product 
of a lay mind, written in an endeavour to 
explain legislation to other lay minds in as 
simple a manner as possible. In the previous 
series the quotation of various Acts was 
avoided, but in this series the quotations will 
be essential. 

When lengthy sets of regulations or recom- 
mendations are dealt with, the writer will 
have to be content with summarising them 
and commenting upon their interpretation 
and influence. In such cases he will give 
their titles, and particulars as to their publi- 
cation. Some such sets of regulations and 
recommendations of recent issue and for 
special classes of buildings are admirably 
compiled and are illustrated with diagrams. 
Anyone involved directly in the erection of 
special classes of buildings should obtain the 
appropriate publications, for completeness is 
necessary for suitable reference. 

It is proposed to deal with Town Planning 
Schemes and their model by-laws before the 
end of the series, and the writer has the 
advantage of preparing a Town Planning 
og for his local authority at the same 
ime. 

Reference to the diagrams of the previous 
series may prove useful, and in order to 
avoid confusion the diagram numbers of the 
present series will continue from where the 
others left off. In consequence, the first 
diagram of this series is Fig. 109. 


2. 
MEANS OF LEGISLATION. 


Before proceeding farther it may be as well 
to explain broadly the distinction between 
various terms used in a legislative sense. By 
the term ‘‘ Law’ is meant a form of legisla- 
tion with an Act of Parliament directly be- 
hind it. An urban surveyor is frequently 
asked to quote the building by-law to sub- 
stantiate his requirements. Often he has no 
building by-law, but he has a clause in an 
Act of Parliament to support his action, and 
no by-law is required in consequence. On 
the other hand, all Acts of Parliament may 
not apply to all districts, while some have to 
be adopted by local authorities before they 
can become operative in their respective dis- 
tricts. This may apply to parts of an Act 
Mm some cases, and the consent of the Min- 
istry of Health to such adoption is generally 
necessary, 


Some local authorities, and particularly 
County Boroughs, have Private Acts of Par- 
liament ‘in order to deal with their own 
affairs in their own way. This is still “Law” 
and not By-law’”’ procedure. 


For making ‘‘ By-laws” suitable for the 
district, a local authority must have the 
power of law to do so, and the sanction of 
the Ministry of Health to their by-laws is 
necessary before they can become operative. 
A local authority is empowered to adopt by- 
laws respecting new streets and buildings 
oy a 157 of the Public Health Act 


The ‘‘ Regulations ’’ of, a local authority 
have to be substantiated in the same way. 
Some Regulations require the approval of the 
Ministry whilst others do not. For example, 
Section 21 of the Public Health Act, 1875, 
permits an owner or occupier to connect the 
drain of his premises to the sewer of a local 
authority, subject to his complying with re- 
quirements and with the regulations of the 
authority. These regulations are not by- 
laws, and do not require the approval of the 
Ministry, and are not enforceable by penalty ; 
whereas Regulations made under Section 125 
of the 1875 Act relating to Infectious 
Diseases require the Ministry’s approval and 
can be enforced under a penalty. The 
Government itself may find it necessary to 
issue Regulations, but it can only do so with 
the power of an Act of Parliament behind it. 
This issue of Regulations by Government 
Departments often happens where it is un- 
wise to burden an Act of Parliament with a 
great deal of detail. 

‘*Recommendations”’ are also issued by 
Government Departments, and although these 
may not have become actual “law,” they 
are often preliminary steps to setting up 
direct and actual law, and carry a good deal 
of weight. In certain cases the local autho- 
rity will have power to enforce the Recom- 
mendations after adoption, for they will have 
some ‘‘law’’ to enable them,to do so. 


The Interpretations’ of some sections of 
certain Acts have been established by means 
of the findings of Law Courts, and such 
interpretations subsequently become generally 
accepted. It is not proposed to follow up 
such Law Court cases in these articles, but it 
is well for the reader to know of them. 


From these few remarks it will be seen that 
the ways of building legislation are devious 
and varied, and that persons who design and 
control the erection of buildings should have 
a knowledge of them. 

Before completing this section it can be 
pointed out that the definition of a term in 
an Act may not coincide with that of the 
general everyday use of the term, or with the 
same term in another Act. For example, the 
definition of the term ‘‘ Street ’’ in the Public 
Health Act of 1875 is as follows :— 

Street”? includes any highway and any 
public bridge (not being a county bridge), and 
any road, lane, footway, square, court, alley 
or passage, whether a thoroughfare or not. 

Some of the other definitions of this Act 
are useful for this series of articles, and are 
quoted as follows :— ‘ 

‘Local Authority”? means urban sanitary 
authority and rural sanitary authority. 

‘ Surveyor”? includes any person appointed 
by a rural authority to perform any of the 
duties of surveyor under this Act. 

Lands”? and ‘‘ Premises”’ include messu- 
ages, buildings, lands, easements and heredi- 
taments of any tenure. : 

““ Owner’? means the person for the time 
being receiving the rack-rent of the lands or 
premises in connection with which the word 
is used, whether on his own account or as 
agent or trustee for any other person, or who 
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would so receive the same if such lands or 
premises were let at a rack-rent. 


** House”? includes schools, also factories 
and other buildings in which more than 
twenty persons are employed at one time. 


“Drain” means any drain of and used for 
the drainage of one building or 
within the same curtilage, and made merely 
for the purpose of communicating therefrom 
with a cesspool or other like receptacle for 
drainage, or with a sewer into which the 
drainage of two or more buildings or premises 
occupied by different persons is conveyed. 

“ Sewer”? includes sewers and drains of 
every description, except drains to which the 
word ‘‘drain’’ interpreted as aforesaid 
applies, and except drains vested in or under 
the control of any authority having the 
management of roads and not being a local 
authority under this Act. ° 


“ Slaughter-house’’ includes the buildings 
and places commonly called slaughter-houses 
and knackers’ yards, and any building or 
place used for slaughtering cattle, horses, or 
animals of any description for sale. : 


UNIT WEIGHT OF 
BUILDING MATERIALS 


A USEFUL publication for reference has j 
been issued by the British Standards Tnstitn- 
tion entitled “Unit Weights of Building 
Materials.” The object of the preparation 
of the schedule is explained fully in a 

Foreword,” where it is stated that “the 
object of the schedule is not so much to 
afford more accurate data for calculations 
but to standardise the data employed, in 
order to avoid the confusion which arises 
when — calculations based on dif- 
ferent data.’’ In some cases when plans of 
buildings are submitted to local authorities 
for review they are very limited in the de- 
scription of the materials employed. The 
roofing may be described nanity as slates, 
tiles, etc., or the gutters simply as cast iron. 
This limitation is often due to the fact that 
at the time the actual details are not fully 
known. There was obviously a need for some 
agreement as to the weights which should be 
used in such cases. The schedule is an 
attempt to secure that agreement by indica- 
ing the weight to be assumed. 

Tt is emphasised that the weights given do 
not represent the weight of any particular 
sample, but are essentially arbitrary figures 
fixed solely as representing a fair average 
figure for the particular material. Where 
accurate calculations are required, then the 
weight of the actual material to be used 
should be determined directly. Materials 
which are sometimes used in building, but 
which could not properly be called building 
materials, are also included in the appendix; 
such as aluminium, brass, bronze, slag-wool, 
pugging, etc. 

The brief review given above should be 
sufficient to show the usefulness of the publi- 
cation, which should quickly find a place in the 
offices of all architects, quantity surveyors, 
builders, and anyone interested in building 
calculations. It should also prove of help to 
students and educational centres generally.

DINNER 


Fottow1ne are points from speeches at 
master builders’ annual dinners :— 


Yarmouth Master Builders’ Association. 

At the annual dinner of this Association, 
Mr. J. Middleton, toasting the ‘‘ Eastern 
Federation,’’ said the Federation was a vital 
necessity to the trade, and had done a vast 
amount of good in the area for the industry 
generally. The aim of the Federation was 
not to fight against, but rather ‘to work 
with, those who shared with them the 
governing and well-being of the industry and 
the preservation of its integrity. Three prob- 
lems being dealt with at the moment were 
housing problems as they affected the specu- 
lative builder and buying public, price-cut- 
ting and unfair tendering, and the appren- 
ticeship problem. 

Mr. W. G. James responded. He said he 
did not think half the contracting firms in 
the country were members of the Federa- 
tion. They pulled a great weight with half 
the number, and could do much more for 
the betterment of the industry and country 
at large if the others joined. To-day there 
was too much building for the sake of what 
could be made out of it. If builders were 
in the Federation they could arrange things 
to educate the people, so that they got a fair 
price for all they did. The builder was 
worth the money he received if he did ‘the 
work he was paid for. He had no use for 

rofiteers, but every builder was worth his 
ue. If the Federation was 100 per cent. 
strong they could improve their position in 
many ways. 
was due to the ignorance of builders them- 
selves. .They had no idea how to prepare 
a proper estimate. | He would like to see 
them embark upon a scheme whereby they 
would be educated to prepare estimates for 
their own benefit. He would also like to see 
some form of education for foremen. A 
builder lived and fell by his foreman, but he 
thought as regards the clerical and organis- 
ing sides of the business the foreman was 
the most incompetent person one could find. 
They could make a good job of a building, 
but when it came to the finer points there 
was a deal to be desired.

Spacers for Reinforcing Rods. 


One of the difficulties in reinforced con- 
crete floor construction is to ensure the neces- 
sary cover underneath the reinforcing rods. 
The ‘‘ H.8.V. Spacers ’’ for reinforcing rods, 
which have recently been put on the market 
by The Adamite Company, Limited, solve 
this problem in a simple manner. 

The spacers are made in two types: Type 
‘“A” for hollow tile floors, and type ‘“‘ B”’ 
for reinforced concrete floors. The spacers 
themselves are made of 20 gauge mild steel 
in three depths, according to the size of the 
reinforcing rods used, i.e., 4 in., § in. and 
3 in., thereby ensuring a concrete cover equal 
to the diameter of the reinforcing rods. 

Type ‘“‘ A” spacer is in the form of a V 
with 44 in. legs, so that it can be placed on 
the shuttering between the rows of hollow 
tiles. Type ‘‘ B’’ consists of a 12 ft. length 
of metal, bent concertina shape, with 6 in. 
arms. When ready for laying on the job, the 
spacers are pulled out to a length of 9 ft. 
and dropped on the shuttering at 3 ft. 
centres. The rods are then laid across them. 

The cost of the spacers, we are informed,
